A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kolnick (US 
5,502,839). 



As per claim 1, Kolnick teaches a method for communication between electronic devices 
in a communication system comprising an accessor device connected to an accessor total access 
port, a target device connected to a target total access port, and a total access link between the 
accessor total access port and the target total access port, the method comprising: 

Converting user actions into electronic data suing the accessor device (col. 18, lines 24- 
29), wherein the accessor device is a human user interface device; 

Sending the electronic data from the accessor device to the accessor total access port; 

Translating the electronic data sent from the accessor device from a device-dependent 
form into a device-independent form containing a user-functional representation of the electronic 
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data sent from the accessor device (col 43, lines 35-65, fig. 12, col 19, lines 3-9, col. 11, lines 
16-37 and Fig 6); 

Transmitting the translated device-independent data over the total access link from the 
accessor total access port to the target total access port (col. 43, lines 35-65, Fig. 12, and Fig 13); 

Translating the transmitted data into a device-dependent form specific to the target device 
(Fig 14, items 220, 224, and 226); and 

Sending the translated device-dependent data from the target total access port to the 
target device (Fig. 12, and 14). 



The following patents are cited to further show the state of the art with respect to an 
electronic device in general: 

Levinson (US 6,381,580) discloses an automatic planning and cueing system and method. 

Tillgren et al. (US 6,339,706) discloses a wireless voice-activated remote control device. 

Berry (US 6,559,773) discloses a reconfigurable display architecture with spontaneous 
reconfiguration. 

Kolls (US 6,604,085) discloses a universal interactive advertising and payment system 
network for public access electronic commerce and business related products and services.
